This would: mean considerable 
expansion of the military advis- 
ory group here. This group, 
headed by Maj. Gen. John W. 
O’Daniel, who flew to Manila 
this week to confer with De- 
fense Secretary’ Charles E. Wil- 
son, now numbers about 45 offi-' 
cers and 100 enlisted men. 

United States acceptance of 
the French offer, however, is 
believed to be contingent on two 
conditions: 

1. That the Vietnamese Gov- 
ernment stiffen its back and de- 
liver the men, Thousands of 
eligible young Vietnamese are 
dodging the draft. 

2. That the French command 
put forward a clear-cut program 
for taking the offensive against 
the Communist-led Vietminh 
once the ceca army is 
built up. 

United States military think- 
ing here is that if anybody is 
going to save Indochina from 


——— 


the Communists, it must be not 
Frenchmen and not Americans, 
but the Vietnamese themselves. 
French Union forces may hold 
the Red river delta from the 
expected Communist offensive, 
or they may not, but in the long 
run it is the Vietnamese peo- 
ple who must decide the issue. 

American observers are con- 
vinced that the war can be won 
without United States interven- 
tion if the Vietnamese can be 
induced to fight and if the 
French will switch from de- 
fensive to offensive tactics. 

Viet Nam has 250,000 men 
,;under arms, but these troops 
are organized only in battalions 
and are scattered all over Indo- 
china in partly defensive posi- 
tions. . 

The United States military 
concept is to build divisions of 
10,000 to 12,000 men around 
existing battalions as a cadre for 
a division. Observers estimate 
the Vietnamese would need 12 
divisions, six in the south, three 
in the north, and three in the 
neighboring states of Laos and 
Cambodia, to take the offensive. 

To get these divisions, the 
Vietnamese Governments would 
have to draft an additional 120,- 
000 or 130,000 troops. So far the 
Government has shown little dis- 
position to make its draft stick.

Investigation Chief Warns Against Prema- 
ture Conclusions About Explosions

QUONSET POINT, R.L, May 
29 (AP)—Four witnesses testi- 
fied before a naval board of in-' 
quiry today they believed that 
catapult failure or exploding hy- 
draulic fluid from catapult 
mechanism, may have caused 
Wednesday’s explosion aboard 
the carrier Bennington. : 

R. Adm. John H. Hoskins, 
president of the board, con- 
ceded at the close of today’s 
sessions that testimony seemed 
to center strongly on catapult 
failure as the cause of blasts 
which killed 99 and wounded 
scores of others. 


“If we hear anything as this 
hearing goes along that indi- 
cates present catapults are un- 
safe,” he said, “I will notify 
the chief of naval operations im- 
mediately.” 

However, Hoskins cautioned 
against any premature conclu- 
sions. 

“Many people are conditioned 
to this catapult failure because 
of what happened recently on 
the Leyte,” he said, referring to 
the October explosion aboard 
the carrier Leyte in Boston 
which killed 37. 


Comdr. Michael J. Haney of 
Norfolk, Va., commander of Air 
Group 181, said he awoke in 
bed directly below the catapult 
the morning of the tragedy and 


realized only one catapult was 
being used. He said “there was 
an unusual noise from the port 
side catapult.” 

Haney said there was a hissing 
sound and then his room filled 
with heavy, “whitish, yellow 
smoke.” He said the first loud 
sound appeared to be like a 
“runaway catapult shot.” 

“The smoke had an oily smell 
like you get in the cockpit of a 
jet with a mal-functioning hy- 
draulic system,” he said. 

Fluid used in the hydraulic 
mechanism is highly flammable. 

Comdr. Howard M. Avery, ex- 
ecutive officer, also testified he 
smelled “hydraulic oil burning.” 

Comdr. George Clough Bullard 
of Blue Hills, Me., operations 
officer, and Greeley Goodwin of 
Ellsworth, Me., a chief warrant 
machinists mate, also mentioned 
catapult failure in their testi- 
mony. 


Capt. William F. Raborn Jr., | 


commander of the carrier, and 
the first witness at the hearings, 
estimated it was only 15 seconds 
after the last jet had been 
launched from the port catapult 
that he saw the smoke which 
was followed by the first ex- 
plosion. 

He said the smoke was typical 
of a “flash fire,” with no hint 
of a petroleum product. He was 
on the bridge at the time.

The mutual defense pact of 
Rio de Janeiro, and_the anti- 
Communist declaration of the 
American nations signed at Cara- 
cas, Venezuela, last March “face 
the test of fire,” he said. 

The Dominican Repyblic, Cose 
ta Rica, Nicaragua, Cuba, Colom- 
bia, the United States, Venezu 
and Panama were generally me 
tioned as among nations likely to 
favor joint action, although there 
was nothing to indicate just how 
general or how enthusiastic this 
feeling might be among Latin 
American nations at this stage.

Apologies and Congratulations. 


“Now that has changed. I'm 
getting telephone calls of apol- 
ogy and letters of congratula- 
tion. My wife isn’t made to feel 
unwelcome, and my children 
aren't called names at school 
any more.” 


The 36-year-old pastor of 
Mount Tabor Baptist Church 
works from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. as 
an elevator operator at the Post- 
Dispatch, Church work keeps 
‘him busy on Sundays and three 
or four evenings a week. The 
time in between has been pretty 
well taken up by Communist 
meetings and secret reports to 
the FBI. 

When he found time for sleep 
was a question. “Many a night 
I snatched’ only two or three 
hours. in bed,” he said. “And I 
remember stretches of four and 
five days and nights in a row 
when I didn’t get a chance to 
take my shoes off.” 

The minister’s wife knew of 
his work for the FBI, but his 
eight children did not. 

‘She Went Along.’ 

“Frankly, my wife wasn’t keen 
about me getting mixed up with 
the Communists, even for the 
sake of the Government,” the 
Rev. Mr. Jones related. “She 
was afraid I might get hurt or 
harm might come to the chil- 
dren. But she believes in the 
things I believe in, and after 
we talked it over she went 
along.” 

How he was recruited for the 
job of undercover agent in 1946, 
the manner in which he made 
his periodic reports to the FBI 
and other phases of his secret 
activities are things he does 
not talk about. 

He testified that he was paid 
$10,722 by the FBI for his serv- 
ices from 1946 through January 
1954, and in addition received 
$488 for expenses. 

“This seems like a lot of 
money when considered as a 
lump sum,” he told a reporter, 
“but. spread over the years it’s 
not so much.. Actually, there 
were times when I spent some 
of my own money, because there

“Truthfully, I would have 
done the same work even if 
there’d been no pay.” 

The minister said there were 
times when he found himself in 
“terribly embarrassing’ situa- 
tions. He felt impelled to con- 
tribute “a few dollars’ to the 
defense of the Communist lead- 
ers against whom he later testi- 
fied, he said, and when a fish 
fry was held to raise funds for 
this cause, he helped with vari- 
ous chores, including the carry- 
ing of cooking utensils. 

“The Civil Rights Congress 
here was asked to raise several 
hundred dollars for the defense. 
Since I was local chairman of 
this organization, naturally that 
involved me. We were in the 
process of raising the money— 
through chitterling suppers, fish 
dinners and that sort of thing— 
when I took the stand. 

When a meeting was held at 
his church in January 1953 to 
“welcome” Robert Manewitz, 
one of the Communists who had 
been indicted, following his re- 
lease on bail, the pastor prayed 
and the choir sang. 

“I was often used as a front,” 
the Rey. Mr. Jones declared. 
“The Civil Right Congress gave 
me a testimonial dinner at the 
church last year, but the testi- 
monial idea was just dressing. 
The real was to raise 
money for the Comrmgunist or- 
ganization. 


“One of my church members 
sold 60-odd tickets—it was a 
$1 a plate for a roast beef din- 
ner—and some of the purchas- 
ers t I would.get the pro- 
ceeds. What I got was two shirts

Native of. Arkansas. 

A native of Olive Grove, Ark. 
—a community too. small for a 
place on the map—he was the 
son of a cotton farmer who 
struggled to raise 15 children. 
The family moved to Mem- 
phis, where the future minister 
worked in a coffin factory. 

Both his grandfathers were 
ministers, and he felt “the call” 
himself, but was reluctant to 
make the sacrifices involved in 
the career of a preacher, he said. 
He came to St. Louis, and was 
getting along fine as a chipper 
in the Commonwealth Steel plant 
at Granite City when he got sick 
on the job. 

Convinced that the iliness was 
his ._punishment for failing to 
heed the call to the 
he said, he made a vow to be- 
come a preacher if he recovered.

“IT realized that better-think- 
ing people would scorn my Com- 
munist work, but I felt I could 
bear that because the end justi- 
fied this and other sacrifices. “I 
am convinced that the Commu- 
nists are trying to lead people 
away from God and are working 
against a nation that stands for 
the principles of religion. I 
know these people; I’ve eaten 
with them and slept with them. 
They may make you believe they 
mean something noble, but their 
real aim is to destroy the Gov- 
ernment. 


“They're sincere, and_ that 
makes them all the more dan- 
gerous. They're so convinced 
in the rightness of what they’re 
doing it makes no difference to 
them what happens to them. 
Against enemies like that I feel 
what I did was justified.” 

Mrs. Hanners ‘Never Tempted.’ 

Mrs. Hanners, a former teach- 
er in a one-room rural school, 
told the Post-Dispatch: “I only 
wish I could have done more.” 


Although she joined the Com- 
munist party in 1942, at the re- 
quest of the FBI, she said that 
she was never tempted by the 
Communist ideology. 


“I was never tempted by Com- 
munism and I do not see how 
any sane person could be, for 
my father taught mie to tell the 
truth, and there is no truth in 
the party,” she asserted.

Needed: A Modeler’s Park

St. Louis is now one of the few 
larger cities that does not have 
facilities for its model airplane en- 
thusiasts. In other states such as 
New York, Arizona and California, 
model airplane building is recognized 
as the impartant hobby it is and 
every opportunity is given for its ex- 
pression.

A War to Stay Out Of 
(Il) 


On May 5—nearly four weeks ago—the 
Post-Dispatch printed an editorial on the in- 
ternational situation, with particular reference 
to Indochina. The plight of the French in their 
jungle colony was already critical, although Dien 
Bien Phu had not then fallen. We called the 
editorial “A War to Stay Out Of.” 

The passage of time has only reinforced our 
opinion. The war in Indochina is still largely 
a colonial civil war although it has been heavily 
infiltrated by the Communists. The war con- 
tinues to be a war to stay out of. 

Yet the danger of involvement not only con- 
tinues. Iu one sense at least it grows the great- 
er as the military situation deteriorates and 
white civilians in Hanoi are threatehed with pos- 
sible brutalities. What the next several weeks 
may bring cannot be anticipated. The American 
people need to prepare themselves for almost 
any possible development. . 

The first clue appears likely at Geneva. At 
any rate that is where the possibilities of a 
cease-fire are now being reviewed. The Com- 
munists have their ideas and the French have 
theirs. Whether a meeting of the minds can be 
arranged only time will tell. 

* a * 

Meanwhile Communist Vietminh military 
forces are proceeding with their troop move- 
ments designed to crush the French-Viet Nam 
defense of the vital Red river delta—the imme- 
diate rebel objective after the fall of Dien Bien 
Phu. From Paris comes the news that France has 
ordered 80,000 draftees called to the tricolor 
five months early in order to replace at home 
regular troops which are to be sent to Indochina. 

If there is a meeting of the East and West 
minds at Geneva and an “honorable” agreement 
is reached—one which provides for a cease-fire 
on terms that represent a give and take—then, 
that will be all to the good. The hostilities can 
be ended and the truce can be internationally 
supervise much as the peace in Korea is 
being supervised. 7 

If a fair peace can be arranged then the fol- 
lowing best step is to establish a means for 
keeping the peace in Southeast Asia. Any 
alliance for that purpose ought to be primarily 
Asian, but it will need to include the United 
States. Emphatically it should have U.N. in- 
dorsement, The participation of India will be 
essential if the alliance is to have fullest respect 
in Asia. 

* # * 

Such an alliance would have as its chief 
purpose the guaranteeing of the peace. It 
would function in the Southeast Pacific much as 
NATO functions in the North Atlantic section 
of the world. It would serve as notice to the 
Communists that any naked aggression would 
be resisted by united action with force of arms, 
just as the attack across the thirty-eighth parallel 
was resisted in Korea by the U.N. members, in- 
cluding the United States and, let us not forget, 
with the approval of India and the Philippines. 

If a fair peace cannot be worked out at 
Geneva then presumably the Indochinese war 
will go on to its military termination. So long as 
it continues where it is and on its present basis, 
there is no question, in our opinion, that it re- 
maing a war to stay out of. The United States 


must be eternally vigilant that it is not drawn 
into an Asiatic war which would drain off our 
resources and thus most seriously endanger our 
capacity to fulfill our tremendous obligations 
to freedom in Europe. 

To say this is not to say that this country can 
do nothing about helping Southeast Asia resist 
Communist infiltrations. There is much that we 
can do and much that we should do. Economic 
aid and technical assistance should be employed 
in every effective way possible. 

Instead of cutting back this help to Asiatic 
countries, we should be extending it. We should 
remember that high-sounding statements of po- 
litical ideals are well and good in their place, 
but that they get scant attention when men, 
women and children are hungry. 

* . * 

Our overseas aid programs have not been 
perfect but they have their creditable achieve- 
ment. That the Marshall plan helped stop 
the spread of Communism in Europe is not 
open to question. Technical assistance has 
made us friends here and there among the great 
masses of population from the Pacific ocean, 
across Southern Asia, to the Mediterranean. It 
has its values that no amount of arms, necessary 
as arms may be, can in themselves provide. 

A diplomatic move that would tend to bring 
East and West closer together would be for the 
U.N. to grant the Chinese Communist govern- 
ment’s desire for admission to the U.N. This is 
a move the United States could support without 
in any way blessing the Peiping regime and for 
which this country might get in return conces- 
sions from China of much value to us. 

All the while the United States should work 
to create a truly Asian defensive alliance of U.N. 
members—all the while that i redoubles its 
economic and technical help—this country 
should be increasing the effectiveness of its de- 
fense forces. Our Government in Washington 
must be careful to avoid dangerous tax cuts 
and equally dangerous curtailments in the de- 
fense program. 

* cd * 

The military establishment should not be al- 
lowed to grow topheavy, yet it must be strong 
enough in this uncertain world to meet an 
emergency should one arise. The meaus must 
be found to encourage re-enlistments, now seri- 
ously in decline. The reserve and guard units 
also must be improved through the development 
of better training programs. For in the event of 
an outbreak, the reserve forces would be urgent- 
ly needed in the armed services. 

Finally every encouragement must be given to 
scientific. research which leads to the develop- 
ment and production of new weapons. Here, in 
the vast and intricate electronic field, it would 
be only rankest folly to fall behind. 

In short, then, the war in Indochina ts a war 
to stay out of. 

The United States should do all it can to help 
work out a structure for peace in Southeast 
Asia, but we must recognize that the Southeast 
Asians have their destiny largely in their own 
hands. 

We can help in many ways and one way that 
is primary is to keep our defense strong enough 
that it will in itself be a deterrent to war. 


That’s a Jayhawk 

This is the hundredth anniversary of the Kan- 
sas Territory and, as far as we can see, any 
Missouri observance of the event is limited to 
readers of Walt Kelly's fine comic strip, Pogo. 
A few days ago a feathered friend appeared in 
Pogo'’s southern swamp and remarked that “I 
ain’t actual a woodpecker.” He was a jayhawk. 
He proved it by giving the famous rock-chalk- 
jayhawk yell. 

If all this is somewhat incomprehensible to 
many Missourians, a jayhawk is a creature with 
a red head and a blue body, which happen to 
be the colors of the University of Kansas. He is 
sometimes mistaken for the state bird of Kan- 
sas but he is something more than that. He is a 
symbol from Kansas history. . 

Before the Civil War, Missouri buslfWhackers 
were raiding and voting in Kansas Territory, 
to help make it a slave state. Kansans under 
Lane and Jennison retaliated by helping them- 
selves to Missouri livestock, to make Kansas a 
free state. Anybody who cannot see the logic 
of this can give up on understanding jayhawks. 
A “jayhawker,” however, was a border freeboot- 
er with a thin overlay of abolitionism. 

Jayhawks have not given up roaming into 
Missouri. Pogo’s friend told how he and Trooper 
Lyle Huitt went looking for water to wet down 
a dust storm. They came to a hill on the out- 
skirts of Topeka (place called Wichita) and ol’ 
Lyle began to climb. They climbed and climbed 
until they ran out of gas and then things began 
to move. “That dagboned hill,” the jayhawk 
said, “was a dust cloud forty miles high bein’ 
blowed east crost the state line and through 
Missouri.” : 

Trooper Huitt can, of course, vouch for the 
truth of this tall Kansas tale. He was the 
Kansas patrol officer ;who drove Walt Kelly 
to a speaking engagement in Topeka last March. 

Anyhow, in the most unlikely event that any 
Missourian thinks it proper to understand jay- 
hawks, or even Kansas, we can only paraphrase 
Pogo’s little friend who wasn't actual a wood- 
pecker. The jayhawk ain't actual a bird, ‘either. 
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How to Ruin a Great Asset 

By any test one of the greatest treasures in 
Washington is the Library of Congress. There 
are only three or four libraries in all the world 
that can be mentioned in the same breath— 
historic literary storehouses such as the British 
Museum in London, and the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale in Paris. 

Not for many decades has the Library of Con- 
gress been just Congress’s library. It has been 
a national institution, serving the nation’s li- 
brary and research needs throughout this cen- 
tury at least. Today it is used by scholars from 
all over the world. 

In the face of this, the House Appropriations 
Committee, under the chairmanship of Repre- 
sentative John Taber of New York has done the 
amazing thing of voting to cut $1,250,000 from 
the library’s operating expenses. 

The plain truth of the matter is that the LIi- 
brary of Congress needs more funds than it 
gets. As The Washington Post reports, the Li- 
brary has cut its hours of operation which re- 
duces the time that it is available to those who 
go to Washington to work among its priceless 
collections of historical and cultural materials. 
The staff is too small to meet the demands. And, 
to make matters still worse, that too-small staff 
is not at all adequately paid. 

As it happens, fhe House Appropriations Com- 
mittee is the largest. committee in Congress. 
Most of the states are represented among the 


30 Republicans and 20 Democrats.- For the in- 
formation of our readers, its membership of 50 
includes one Missourian, Clarence Cannon of 
Elsberry, the ranking Democrat; three Illinois- 
ans, Republicans Charles W. Vursell of Salem 
and Fred E. Busbey of Chicago and Democrat 
Sidney Yates of Chicago, and one Arkansan, 
Democrat W. F. Norrell of Monticello. 

Are they going to starve the Library of 
Congress? ' 
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The Tablet vs. America 


One of the many, unfortunate results of the 
McCarthy excesses is the controversy that the 
junior Republican Senator from Wisconsin has 
set off among his fellow adherents of the Roman 
Catholic Church.

other way can he reach the rewards of 
victory. 


The Long Roll of Fire 


Accidents may call up the events of 
the war. You see a battery of guns go 
by at a trot, and for a moment you are 
back at White Oak Swamp, or Antie- 
tam, or on the Jerusalem road. You 
hear a few shots fired in the distance, 
and for an instant your heart stops as 
you say to yourself: “The skirmishers 
are at it,” and listen for the long roll 
of fire from the main line. 

You meet an old comrade after many 
years’ absence; he recalls the moment 
when you were nearly surrounded by 
the enemy, and again there comes up 
to you that swift and cunning thinking 
on which once hung life or freedom. 
“Shall I stand the best chance if I try 
the pistol or the saber on that ‘man 
who means to stop me? Will he get his 
carbine free before I reach him, or 
can I kill him first?”. 

These and the thousand other events 
we have known are called up, I say, 
by accident, and, apart from accident, 
they lie forgotten. : 

When we meet thus, when we do 
honor to the dead in terms that must 
sometimes embrace the living, we do 
not deceive ourselves. We attribute no 
special merit to a man for having served 
when all were serving. 


New Fields for Action 


We know that; if the armies of our 
war did anything worth remembering, 
the credit belongs not mainly to the 
individuals who did it, but to average 
human nature. We also know very well 
that we cannot live in associations with 
the past alone, and we admit that, if 
we would be worthy of the past, we 
must find new fields for action or 
thought, and make for ourselves new 
eareers. But, nevertheless, the genera- 


> 


tion that carried on the Civil War has 
been set apart for its experience. 
Through our great good fortune, in our 
youth our hearts were touched with fire. 
It was given to us to learn at the out- 
set that life is a profound and passion- 
ate thing. 


Dead Still Live With Us 


While we are permitted to scorn 
nothing but indifference, and do not 
pretend to undervalue the worldly re- 
wards of ambition, we have seen with 
our own eyes, beyond and above the 

gold fields, the snowy heights of honor, 
and it is for us to bear the report to 
those who come after us. 

But, above all, we have learned that 
whether a man accepts from Fortune 
her spade, and will look downward and 
dig, or from Aspiration her ax and 
cord, and will scale the ice, the one and 
only success which it is his.to command 
is to bring to his work a mighty heart. 

Such hearts—ah me, how many!— 
were stilled 20 years ago; and to us who 
remain behind is left this day of mem- 
ories. Every year, in the full tide of 
spring, at the height Ps the symphony 
of flowers and love and life, there 
comes a pause, and through the silence 
we hear the lonely pipe of death. 

Year after year lovers wandering 
under the apple boughs and through the 
clover and deep grass are surprised 
with sudden tears as they see black 
veiled figures stealing through the 
morning to a soldier’s grave. Year 
after year the comrades of the dead 
follow, with public honor, procession 
and commemorative flags and funeral 
march—honor and grief from us who 
stand almost alone, and have seen the 
best and noblest of our generation pass 
away. 

But grief is not the end of all. I 
seem to hear the funeral march become 
a paean. I see beyond the forest the 
,moving banners of a hidden column. 
Our dead brothers still live for us, and 
bid us think of life, not death—of life 
to which in their youth they lent the 

- passion and glory of the spring. 

As I listen, the great chorus of life 
and joy begins again, and amid the 
awful orchestra of seen and unseen 
powers and destinies of good and evil 
our trumpets sound once more a. note 
of daring, hope and will.

Dulles Thinks French Have’ Made -Great 
Strides in Legal Sense in Fulfilling In- 
dependence Pledge — Spirit to Vitalize 

. Pacts Is Another Matter. |

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WASHINGTON, May 29. 


ECRETARY OF STATE JOHN FOSTER DULLES said this 
week that although France, in the legal sense, has gone per- 
haps as far as is wisé or necessary at the present time in 


proposed treaties of independence and association with Viet Nam, 
there is quite a bit to be done in a practical way in translating 
the language of the documents into a living spirit of liberty among 


the native peoples. 


The two proposed treaties 
which were initialed by officials 
of the two governments on April 
28 must be signed and ratified 
simultaneously by the two coun- 
tries. In the first, France recog- 
nizes Viet Nam, which it has 
held since 1887, as a “fully inde- 
pendent and sovereign state”; 
in the second, Viet Nam agrees 
to join the French Union, cre- 
ated by the French constitution 
of 1946, which has an assembly, 
high council and secretariat, on 
which there are representatives 
of the republie and the overseas 
states and territories. 

Important Steps Ahead. _ 

No date has been set for final 
action on the treaties by the 
French Parliament and whatever 
body the Viet Namese establish 
for such procedures. As yet Viet 
Nam has neither a constitution 
nor a representative national as- 
sembly. The Viet Nam Embassy 
here said ratification might be 
delayed until the creation of an 
assembly, Another possibility, 
the embassy said, was signing by 
Bao Dai, the chief of the state 
and his Cabinet. 

The treaties are in fulfillment 
of a French declaration of July 
3 promising complete inde- 
pendence to the three Associated 
States of Indochina. The two 
other states are Laos and Cam- 
bodia. : 

Laos on Oct. 22 signed a sin- 
gle treaty of independence and 
association with France. It has 
not yet been ratified by thé two 
countries. Cambodia is still ne- 
gotiating, presumably waiting to 
see what details are eventually 
worked out between the French 
and the Viet Namese, particu- 
larly on association within the 
French Union. 

The treaties will grant great- 
er sovereign powers to Viet Nam 
than previously accorded by the 
French, 


Won Recognition in 1946. 


The Republic of Viet Nam, 
then comprising the regions of 
Tongking and northern Annam, 
was recognized on March 6, 1946, 
as a free state within the Indo- 
china federation and the French 
Union, but Communist Ho Chi 
Minh, under the guise of a na- 
tionalist, anti-colonialist leader, 
demanded more autonomy and 
the rich rice-growing areas of 
southern Annam and 
China. The French rejected 
these demands and the fighting 
was resumed on Dec. 19, 1946. 

Reinforced French troops were 
able to block the Vietminh 
forces in 1947 and on June 5, 
1948, a new government of pro- 
French groups in the various re- 
gions was set up to include the 
present prong = Viet oe 
A treaty was 
the new state within the French 
union. 

Details of the new treaty were 
filled in by March 8, 1949, and 
a supplementary agreement be- 
came effective June 14, of that 
year. Viet Nam was given full 
internal sovereignty and limited 
diplomatic representation 
abroad. With the approval of 
the French, Bao Dai, former 
Emperor of Annam, became the 
head of the new state. 


Under this agreement, native 
officials have taken over the 
courts and other local govern- 
ment offices. Diplomatic mis- 
sions have been established in 
Washington, London, Paris, 
Rome and Bangkok. Credentials 
for diplomatic officials have 
been signed by Bao Dai and the 
President of the French Repub- 
lic as head of the French union. 
Whether counter-signing of such 
credentials will be necessary in 
the future is one of the details 
to be worked out for the pro- 
posed treaty of association, - 

What Treaty Promises. . 

The proposed treaty of inde- 
pendence is short and une 
cal. The first article says: 

“France recognizes Viet Nam 
as a fully independent and sov- 
ereign state invested with the 
jurisdiction recognized by inter- 
national law.” 

The thigd article says: 

“France undertakes to trans- 
fer to the government of Viet 
Nam all jurisdictions and 
services held by her on 
mese territory.”

Senater Kennedy's Speech. 

It may be significant or just 
a coincidence that the proposed 
treaties were initialed about 
three weeks after Democratic 
Senator John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts made a major for- 
eign policy speech in the Senate 
that was highly critical of the 
French for their delay in grant- 
ing full independence to Viet 
Nam. Kenn was joined by 
majority leader William 
Knowland of California and a 
large group of Democrats. 

In that speech, however, Ken- 
nedy proposed exactly what the 
French have now done. Asked 
by Republican Senator Dirksen 
of Illinois whether he thought 
the French should grant inde- 
pendence and walk out the next 
day, he replied: 


“What I would suggest would 
be two treaties; which the peo- 
ple of Viet Nam want. One, 
granting them complete inde- 
pendence, After all, they have 
had an opportunity. to develop 
a good many of their own tech- 
nicians. There are not a great 
many French civil administra- 
tors left in the Associated 
States. 

“The second -treaty would be 
a tie binding thém to the French 
Union on the basis of equality. 
That has not been granted. I 
think it should be granted be- 
fore any United States action is 
taken, because I feel that any 
action takeh by us under pres- 
ent conditions would ‘be doomed 
to failure.” 


French Not Discussing Future. 


What more France could do

The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration relied on luck to get 
through the McCarthy problem 
and the Indochina problem. Its 
luck did not hold in either case, 
as was predictable. 

Great. political problems are 
somewhat like. cancer in one re- 
spect. The longer you postpone 
the operation, the more painful 
and dangerous it becomes. Be- 
cause there was postponement 
on McCarthy and Indochina, the 
operations are being immensely 
painful and unpleasant. Things 
are going badly, and the Admin- 
istration’s best friends are 
naturally worried. 

In part, too the explanation 
of the new criticism of the 
President undoubtedly lies in 
the President’s own character.

Every- 
thing was done, not only to get 
the public to understand the 
problems, but also to explain 
the Administration’s motives 
and purposes in tackling those 
problems. It worked like a 
charm. 

By contrast, under Acheson, 
the ideal seemed to be govern- 
ment by press release. Until the 
time came when the mimeo- 
graphed release announcing the 
final decision was ready te. be 
handed down, evérything.. was 
classified, everyone was inacces- 
sible,, and the problems . were 
not to be talked about at. :all. 
The news, of course, always got

“daddy knows best” system of 
self-explanation hurt Acheson 
greatly and unnecessarily.

Meal at Big Pond 


By Leonard Hall 


NE thing we always find interesting, although some- 
times uncomfortable, is the sharp difference in 
temperature between St. Louis and Possum Trot Farm, 


which lies 100 miles to the south. Our nearest weather 


station is Farmington, gen- 
erally the coldest point in 
the state except when 
storms are sweeping in 
from the northwest. On 
the early morning weather 
broadcasts, Farmington av- 
erages 8 to 10 degrees be- 
low that at St. Louis- 
Lambert Field and we are 
almost always a degree or 
two below that. Yet even 
here we are warmer than 
at Matt’s house which lies 
about 100 feet below us 
in the creek valley. Thus 
when our reading was 36 
degrees and it was 43 in 
St. Louis, Matt and others 
living along the creek re- 
ported a hard frost; the 
latest we have noted in 
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our eight years at the farm. 

This cold weather, which is certainly unseas@nable 
for.Missouri, has both advantages and disadvantages. As 
long as the drouth holds, the cool days and cold nights 
help preserve what moisture we have and this is especially 
helpful to the pastures. But the corn, which likes hot 
nights, makes slow growth and suffers badly from cutworms 
which are more numerous in a cool season and after 
a mild winter. Many neighbors report having plowed up 
their early gardens to start all over again—and we're 
planting tomatoes for the third time.

We waited until last week to plant our corn; 
then went at it with both tractors and got it 
planted in a hurry. We think we timed it about 
right, since it won’t need plowing until our first 
hay cutting is in the barn. Cold weather doesn’t 
make for easy haying, since the crop must 
He in the field too long in the curing. Yet this 
is of small moment when it is so dry; and there 
are few farmers who wouldn’t prefer more rain 
and an occasional wet hay crop to no rain and a 
crop cut short by lack of moisture,

@ DESPITE THE CHILL, the# fine clear days inspire 
Ginnie to outdoor cooking, so that almost any evening is 
likely to find us getting a meal somewhere down along 
the creek or over at the Big Pond. We enjoy the pond 
especially in the hour before sunset; building up a good 
firé and sitting for awhile to watch the fat Herefords 
grazing slowly across the green pasture. Daisy and Ribbon 
discover us and come to the fence for an apple or carrot; 
and now’and then the calves are overcome with curiosity 
and wander over to watch us. Mike and Tiger range the 
field, collecting tortoises, digging for mice or chasing 
the bank swallows which fly low overhead. You'd swear 
they: were playing with the dogs as they swoop and 
turn, just a few feet away from them. But the truth 
probably is that as the dogs run, they stir up insects 
which the swallows proceed to harvest.

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Headquarters for U. S. Records 


At Two Mammoth Centers Here, There Is More Information About More People Than Anywhere Else in Country ¥ 


By Peter Wyden 


SOMEWHAT _vacant-look- 

ing citizen appeared not 

long ago at the Federal 
Records Center, 1724 Locust 
street, and asked to see the 
records of his service with the 
Government. What agency had 
he been with? He didn’t re- 
member. When had he worked 
for Uncle Sam? He couldn't re- 
call. Well, then, what was his 
name? 


“That's just the trouble,” 
said the caller. “I lost my 
memory and don’t know my 
name. I thought I'd just come 
uy here and thumb through 
your files. If I ran cross my 
name, I might remember it.” 


Patiently, it was explained to 
the amnesia victim that individ- 
uals were not permitted to scan 
the files at random and that 
such a project was hardly prac- 
tical anyway because the cen- 
ter is the roosting place for 
some 45,000,000 case histories. 
Thoughtfully, the. officials 
failed to mention that the Post 
Office Department will soon 
add 11,000,000 files to this re- 
servoir; that another 30,000,000 
or more will arrive shortly 
from the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and that the center is only 
one of two mammoth reposi- 
tories of Government personnel 
papers in St, Louis. 


If the man with the blank 
look had worked for the Gov- 
ernment as a civilian at any 
time since 1860, his record 
would almost certainly be at 
1724 Locust. But if he had been 
in the Army or Air Force since 
1912, his record would have 
been at the Military Personnel 
Records Center, 4700 Goodfel- 
low boulevard. That's where 
service records of 19,000,000 
veterans are filed. Soon, their 
ranks will be joined by the pa- 
pers of some 5,000,000 ex-sail- 
ors and ex-Marines, but even 
before this unification of the 
defense establishment's paper 
empire there can be no doubt 
of one encyclopedic fact: 

Right in St. Louis there is 
more information about more 
people than anywhere else in the 
country and probably in the 
world.

HEN, for example, Col. 
Harold H. Newman took 
command of the military 
center a little more than two 
years ago, a Congressman called 
him for information about an 
ex-G.I. named Edward J. Kelly. 
The colonel asked the congress- 
man to hold the line and sent 
word to his staff to get the file. 
“Which Edward J. Kelly do 
you want?” came the reply. “We 


‘ have 167.” 


Provisions to deal with this 
ocean of paper are necessarily 
large and complex. 

Item: The civilian center, run 
by the General Services Admin- 
istration and employing 260 per- 
sons, extends over 328,000 square 
feet spread over four cavernous 
floors in the Butler Bros. build- 
ing, with new records flooding 
in by mail, freight cars and 
convoys of huge _ semi-trailer 
trucks (up to eight daily). 

Item: The military center oc- 
cupies 930,000 square feet in two 
buildings formerly used to man- 
ufacture ammunition. It employs 
1600 persons who each walk an 
average of seven and a half 
miles daily among files which 
are mushrooming at the rate of 
a stack one mile high .each 
month. It costs $15 yearly just 
to furnish light, heat and main- 
tenance for each filing cabinet, 
and the center has about 85,000 
of them. 


This is sufficient to stagger 
the imagination even of a man 
who has spent a lifetime id 
papers. The other day a visiting 
general asked Col. Newman 
whether the Defense Depart- 
ment wasn’t being excessively 
solicitous about the well-being 
of dead records. 

“Those are fighting words, 
general,” the colonel said. “We 
have no dead records here.” 

And he was right. It’s true 
that nobody’s record comes to 
either of the local centers until 
he no longer works for Uncle 
Sam, yet the centers are such 
treasure chests of information 
that the demand on them is 
huge and continuous.

At the civilian center, similar 
cases are ent although its 
records are ely to contain 
fewer details such as medical 
histories or serial numbers. Both 
centers reluctantly become in- 
volved in broken marriages and 
romances. Take the case of an 
ex-Army civilian employe, a 
woman from Wisconsin, where 
there is no community property 
law. She was divorcing her hus- 
band and was trying to prove 
that their home was her proper- 
ty because it was bought with 
money she made from her Gov- 
ernment job.

Discretion rules at both St. 
Louis records establishments. 
Each has its own regulations, but 
Government agencies naturally 
have access to all files. The 
FBI, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and other investigative out- 
fits have men at both centers to 
help with such jobs as routine 
security checks on people apply- 
ing for Government jobs. 

Papers on controversial loyal- 
ty investigations usually are 
not kept here, but the civilian 
center furnished congreégsion- 
al committees records on 
such headline figures as Alger 
Hiss, Harry Dexter White, Atom 
Spy Julius Rosenberg and Signal 
Corps employes involved in 
Senator Joseph R. y’s 
investigation of alleged espio- 
nage at Fort Monmouth, NJ. 
The personnel records them- 
selves often may not be reveal- 
ing, but they may contain in- 
formation—such as names of 


references, places of residence | 
over the years—that can be de-, 


veloped further. 
Callers are frequently in some- 
thing of a rush.

dress of a witness needed for a 
hearing the next day. 

Officials may let visiting re- 
porters peek at innocent docu- 
ments about famous personages 
(such as former Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson's notifica- 
tion of a raise in pay or a nota- 
tion that William F. Cody, bet- 
ter known as Buffalo Bill, was 
hired as a guide at $125 a month 
on Oct. 5, 1868). But most out- 
siders seeking information from 
the records have trouble get- 
ting it. 


The civilian center, for in- 
stance, will give data to federal 
courts and prospective employ- 
ers. The Army center won't di- 
vulge information from its files 
in court — claiming that their 
contents is privileged, like a 
man’s communication with his 
doctor or spiritual adviser—and 
it won’t give information to em- 
ployers without the job appli- 
cant’s consent. With a man’s 
approval, though, it will even 
authenticate his military service 
so he can appear on TV pro- 
grams like “Strike It Rich.” 
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TAFFS of both places are 

urged to take no personal 

interest in cases they handle 
and at the military center all 
files which may be in the rec- 
ords on blood relatives of the 
eenter’s own employes are kept 
in a special caged security de- 
partment, 

The subject of a record can 
get available information on 
himself, except that the civilian 
center won't give medical; data 
to anyone but doctors or insti- 
tutions while the military limits 
its medical answers by refusing 
to tell a man about any psycho- 
neurosis he may have had, on 
the theory that such knowledge 
might alarm him. 

What does an ex-Government 
employe most frequently want 
to know about himself? At the 
civilian center, inquiries concen- 
trate on employment (to estab- 
lish civil service status, per- 
haps), pay (for tax purposes, 
possibly), retirement benefits 
and medical data (often for com- 
pensation claims). 

At the military center, many 
inquiries about World War I 

cords are for information 
noeded for social security claims, 
hospitalization and military fu- 
nerals. There have been cases 
of interments scheduled ‘sor na- 
tional cemeteries only to result 
in the discovery, after a flip of 
the files, that a revered Citizen 
whose hometown thought him to 
be a battle-scarred hero of 
Chateau-Thierry had not been 
in the service at all or might 
even have been a desec*er. 

Business in records of World 
War II and Korean veterans is 
brisk. Spellings and accuracy of 
inscriptions on tombsiones in 
overseas cemeteries are meticu- 
lously checked (the marble 
stones cost about $300 each). 
More than 15,000 requests for 
combat pay of men who died in 
Kerea were filed by their next 
of kin and are being adjadi- 
cated. Decorations awarded more 
than a decade ago still are being 
issued.

T HE BOYS wearing the Blue and the Gray — marching to 


Now there are four of them left. 
Only Albert Henry Woolson of Duluth, Minn., is alive of the 
2,675,000-man army serving under the Union flag in the Civil War. 
On Southern farms live three Confederate brother-in-arms: Wil- 


liam Allen Lundy, near Laurel Hill, Fla.; 


Walter W. Williams, near 


Franklin, Tex., and John B. Salling, near Slant, Va. — 


These four already were young 
men on the first Memorial day 
86 years ago. But they are a 
hardy breed. 


“Don’t count me out yet,” 
said Albert Woolson when tis 


“turned 107 last Feburary. “I'm”

more.” 


“Then the aruimmer boy of 
1864 rapped out a snappy roll 
on a snare drum, recited parts 
of “The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public” and kissed all the wom- 
en callers. 

At a spry 111, Walter Wil- 
liams—Col. Will, as neighbors 
call him—figures he'll make it 
to 119 like his grandfather, 
Stephen Williams of South Car- 
olina. “My daddy, George 
Washington Williams, died when 
he was just 95,” he says sadly. 

John Salling, who celebrated 
his 108th birthday May 15, has 
a full head of shiny black hair, 
and the youngster of the group, 
106-year-old Uncle Bill Lundy, 
says: “I can hear the chatter of 
a cat squirrel as good now as I 
could 50 years ago.” 

Though none of the four ap- 
parently saw Dattle’ service, 
they all like to talk about the 
war, except Williams. He joined 
Gen. John B. Hood's cavalry 
when he was 22—Company C, 
Sth Division, Hood's Brigade, 
stationed in Corinth, Miss.—as 
forage master. “That meant I 
got the grub for the others. 
We'd run in a bunch of cattle 
for them to kill and eat.” 

The closest Woolson ever got 
to fighting was during rumors 
of a possible attack by the Con- 
federate forces under the same 
Gen. Hood. If the attack had 
materialized, it’s possible Wool- 
son and Williams might have 
exchanged shots.

OOLSON put on his uni- 
W form Oct. 4, 1864, at the 

age of 17 as a volunteer 
private in the First Minnesota 
heavy artillery regiment. The 
regiment was put in charge of 
heavy guns and forts at Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., previously cap- 
tured by Union forces. When 
the Hood attack rumor spread, 
Woolson recalls: 

“One day the colonel handed 
me the end of a long rope. He 
said: ‘When I yell, you stand on 
your toes, open your mouth and 
pull.’ 

“First time the cannon went 
off, I was scared to death.” 

Salling, the Virginia veteran, 
didn't wear the gold sash or 
turned-up cavalry hat that glam- 
orized so many of the boys in 
gray. 

Manpower was scarce when 
the Confederates came through 
Scott county it southwest Vir- 
ginia looking for an extra hand 
to dig saltpeter, a crude form 
of potassium nitrate used in gun 
powder. Salling, then 16, joined 
up. He didn’t sign enlistment 
papers, but he says he was in 
a company commanded by Capt. 
Lon Collins, 

For a year young Salling 
scraped saltpeter from the 
ground under houses and in 
caves. Then the war ended and 
he went back home. 

When the war ended for Uncle 
Bill Ludy, he was 16 and a mem- 
ber of the home guard unit pro- 
tecting the Coffee county court- 
“Those were 
rough times,” he says. 
was little or nothing to eat and 
the country was desolate.”

HIS bitterness of soldier for

They keep close 
tab on each other. 


Woolson was deeply moved at 
the death of Union veteran, 111- 
year-old James A. Hard last year 
in Rochester, N. Y. He sat down 
and in a clear, but wavering, 
hand penned a letter of con- 
dolence “to the immediate fam- 
ily and descendants of James 
Hard, Civil War comrade. . 


Thus Woolson became the last 
member of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, formed after the 
war, which once counted 408,489 
members, He told reporters he 
would resolutely guard the tra- 
ditions of the G.A.R. with all his 
honor and ability and “carry on 
the highest traditions of Abe 
Lincoln’s forces until the very 
end.” 

Woolson was born in Water- 
town, N.Y. and moved to Min- 
nesota when he was 14. After 
the war he ran a minstrel group 
in southern Minnesota for a 
time. Before he retired at .85 
he had been a stationary engi- 
neer, logger and pattern maker. 

He lives with his son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Kobus. Mrs. Kobus says he

Salling’s eyesight isn’t too 
good and his teeth are gone. But 


‘there is that remarkable hair. 


Salling explains it simply: “I 
never washed my head in my 
life and I always wear a hat. 
Don’t use nothing but a fine 
toothed comb.” 


He lives with his son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hughie McCamy, in a three- 
room frame house on his 3l-acre 
farm, about 14% miles from the 
spot he was born,

in peacetime’ was in early 
March, 1952, I still-do-not even 
know who the man was, because 
I refused the mission. 

I had been called to flat No. 
141 in the Ulitsa Gorkovu, where 
I had so often received my or- 
ders, and told by my MVD chief, 
Maj. Gen. Pavel Sudoplatov, 

* that he had a short assignment 
abroad in mind for me. I was to 
travel with another agent to 

Paris, via Switzerland, with fake 

Swiss papers, and there meet 

my contact. After handing over 

a package of money to the con- 

tact, who would “finger” the 

victim, I was to shoot this un- 
known and return. 
It was, Sudoplatov said, a 
simple enough job and in many 
ways an attractive one. He 
spoke almost as though he were 
doing me a favor by offering 
me the assignment. This was 
not the moment of real crisis 
—that was to come almost two 
years later—but it was, I know, 
the moment when I stood at the 
fork in the road, and when I 
realized the first great decision 
had to be made. , 
Even then I could not bring 
myself to the point of making a 
flat refusal. I asked if I could 
sleep on the proposal and, half 
to my. surprise, Sudoplatov 
agreed. Next day I called again 
at rendezvous and told him 

at I must turn down the as- 
siznment: My nerves were in 
such a.state that I could not be 
trusted even on so simple a 
job. I waited for recrimina- 
tion and abuse; instead Sudopla- 
tov was strangely mild. 

He was disappointed and un- 
happy, he said, at my refusal 
and he pointed out all the ad- 
vantages of the mission. It 
would be highly confidential— 
he could assure me that only 
he and the two operatives actu- 
ally assigned to the job knew 
anything about it; in addition 
I could have ahy technical as- 
sistance or any gadgets I wished. 
There was, for instance, a new 
model fountain pen with elec- 
tric firing apparatus which was 
almost made for the job. I 
could have even this if I wanted 
it. I maintained my objections 
and my excuses and he finally 
let me go. 

They did not give up, how- 
ever, and next day the agent 
assigned to go with me had an- 
other try at making me change 
my mind. When he left I knew 
that whether I had won this 
skirmish or not I could now 
never turn back, and that night 
I packed a few things into a 
bag to be ready for the dawn 
knock on the door, which means 
in Russia the start of the slow, 
agonizing journey to the slave 
labor camp or the death cell.

HE months dragged on, and 

the early shock and terror 

gave way to frustration, as I 
realized that the gesture which 
had seemed so final to me had 
scarcely influeficed my superiors 
at all. . The real moment of 
crisis was to be stretched and 
divided into a whole chain of 
torture cells. — 

At. the end of September, 
1953, my new chief, Col. Lev 
Aleksandrovich Studnikov, sent 
for me. (Sudoplatov had disap- 
peared in the purges of early 
September.) He told me that I 
had been selected for a most 
important mission in western 
Germany. He gave no details 
and my previous refusal was 
never mentioned. 

One week later I was inter- 
viewed by M. G. Gribanov, a 
high MVD official, who was ap- 
parently satisfied that I was the 
man for the job, and who gave 


me the bare details of the mis- 


sion. It involved’ the liquidation 
of a Russian e living in 
Germany. The next day I got 
the papers to study. 

This was “Operation Rhein.”

that it was the end—just as the 
prisoner never fails to believe 
that he may be led past the 
next torture cell.

Do you really think 
I can live with a man who has 
become a common murderer? 
Do you think that I will allow 
you to remain the father of 
Alyyshka?” . 

Even then perhaps it was dif- 
ficult to measure the real hero- 
ism of Yanina, my wife. She 
had never been outside Russia; 
she knew little of the West. For 
her there would be anxiety 
even in escape. Now, in one mo- 
ment she was facing a series of 
terrifying possibilities and yet 
she could still provide a con- 
science for us both. 

In the early morning of Jan- 
uary 13 we parted. We had had 
the time to think over the al- 
ternatives. No one who has not 
had to examine those alterna- 
tives can ever know what it is. 
to take the final decision. I 
could kill myself or be killed: 
I could disappear into the West. 


in either case my wife would 


vanish into one or other of Rus- 


sia’s concentration camps, and 


my 18-month-old son would be 
parted from her. I had to have 
help, and first I had to have 
advice. 

There was no one in Russia 
to whom I could turn. I could 
not go to the authorities in the 


lieve my story, and I could not 
help my family if I were in a

whom I could really trust. One 
man I could be absolutely sure 
was not a Russian agent. That 
was the man I was to murder. 
On the evening of Feb. 18, 
1954, I stood in front of a door 
to Frankfort, in the Ameriéan 
zone of Germany, an MVD agent 
with an Austrian passport in 
my pocket but no gun. This was, 
perhaps, the moment of crisis. 


Every agent has at least two 
men, and as | stretched toward 
the bell, one half of me was 
still with the files of the case, 
the four fat volumes I had 
studied in Moscow. So far the 
planning had been superb; every 
move worked out to the last tri- 
umphant detail. I rang the bell. 
The door opened. There was the 
man whose death meant so much 
to Moscow. He looked, suddenly, 
so ordinary, and so unlike the 
photographs I had worked on 
with such care. He stared at me 
in surprise. 

“Georgi Sergeyevich?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he answered. “Who am 
I speaking to?” ° 

“Perhaps I can come in?” I

He hesitated a moment before 
he beckoned me into the flat. 

“I don’t know who you are,” 
he began. 

“I know you very well,” was 
all I could think of for a reply. 
We went inside into a small 
room, and sat down facing each 
other on two straight-backed 
chairs. 

“Are you alone?” I asked. 

“Yes, I am alone,” he said. 
“But my wife will be home any 
moment now.” 

“I don’t know how to begin. 
The fact is that I have been sent 
here to kill you, First let me 
say that I can’t do it. That is 
flat, I have come here to warn 
you. We know your car regis-, 
tration number; we know the 
approaches’ to your house; we 
know when the guards are 
changed; we know, as you have 
seen, how to get in. Now you

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able to save my family. I am 
asking you now, in God's name, 
to help us.” 

Okolovich thought for a 
moment and then he said: — 

“I don’t see how it is going to 
be done, but at least I can see 
that you yourself are given po- 
litical asylum.” 

Then, noting that I was shak- 
ing my head, he went on: 


“I quite understand that that 
is not what you want—or what 
ou’ think you want. But I be- 
ieve it is the only course. The 
foreign authorities may be able 
to help. If you agree, I will ask 
them. I see no other step we 
can take.” 


It was, perhaps, worth while 
to ask the foreigners. They 
might be able to help. We were 
deep in this conversation when 
Okolovich's wife returned. He 
looked up just long enough to 
say in an almost flat voice: 


“My dear, this is a man—I 
still do not know his name— 
who has been sent from Russia 
to kill me. Do you think you 
could make us some coffee?” 

We had coffee, and I left Oko- 
lovich late that night after mak- 
ing arrangements to meet him 
two days later: 

For the next 48 hours I did 
nothing but beat one alternative 
against the other. Should I go 


home—to get a revolver bullet 
in the back of my neck, and 
make certain that my family 
would end in a camp—or should 
I put my hopes in the West? 

On Feb. 20 I met the repre- 
sentatives of the American and 
British authorities. I told them 
that I realized I was now com- 
pletely in their hands but that 
I counted on the promises 
which Okolovich had relayed to 
me that I would be fairly 
treated.

T WAS a long time before 
| the authorities began to be- 

lieve my story, but slowly the 
evidence which I could produce 
began to pile up. I met the two 
Germans and persuaded them 
to come over to the West, and, 
from the left-luggage office in 
Frankfort, I retrieved the mur- 
der weapons, including a seem- 
ingly harmless dummy cigarette 
case which fired poison bullets, 
These had been delivered there 
by my special courier who had 
brought them from the Soviet 
zone of Austria hidden in the 
battery of his car. But all this 
took time; and still we were no 
nearer to saving my wife and 
child, 

Then came the catastrophe. 
We suddenly received evidence 
—which even now is so secret 
that I am unable to disclose it

—that Moscow was about to 
learn that I had refused to go 
through with my mission. In a 
day or less the Kremlin might 
know the whole story.

address in Frankfort telling me 
to send one of the Germans to 
Vienna to report progress. We 
no longer had any time to plan 
the rescue of my family, who 


* now were in the greatest dan- 


ger.

Y FIRST reaction was to 
beg the Western authorities. 
to arrest me, to try me 
quickly and imprison me. I know 
how simply such a trial could 
be arranged in Russia, and I 
found it hard to understand why, 
the courts could not be manipu- 
lated just as easily in the West. 
When the proposal for a press 
- eonference was first put to me 
I had turned it down flat. But 
gradually I began to realize 
that the only solution was, 
strangely enough, to give my 
wife as much publicity as pos- 
sible. If her story were com- 
pletely unknown it would cost 
the Russian authorities nothing 
to throw her into a concentra- 
tion camp. If the story, broke 
before the MVD were ready, 
they could not quietly liquidate 
her, even if I could not get her 
out of the country. Above all 
we had to move fast; it was a 
race now between Frankfort and 
Moscow. It was these consid- 
erations which fixed the date of 
the press conference. ' 


My wife and my child are 
still in Russia; my mother is 
still ‘there. (My father, who 
joined the Bolsheviks in 1917, 
died in action in a penal bat- 
talion in the second world war.) 
They are Russians who love 
their country as I love it. 


Now we are separated. If the 
Soviet Government really be- 
lieve in peace and friendship 
they will let her go. For me 
now the life of my wife and 
baby is the only part of the 
story which matters, but still 
through our whole story there 
runs a single thread. We are 
not alone. There will be others 
who will choose honor and free- 
dom even if it means leaving 
their own country forever. 


These people know now what . 
has happeped to me and my 
family, and they are waiting for 
an answer, Each word of sym- 
pathy and understanding from 
the West, even though it may 
be for my wife and child, will 
be addressed as well to them. 
The tragedy of my wife and my 
little son yor | not be resolved 
but the sacrifice will surely be 
redeemed by the access of 
strength which will come to all 
the brave simple, people of Rus- 
sia who put love and honor be- 
fore hatred and :

NEW YORK, May 29. 
F the war in Indochina is still 
going on when July rolls 
around, you can bet the se- 
lector knob on your television 
set that CBS commentator-re- 
porter Edward R.. Murrow will 
be in some Indochina hot spot. 
“I’ve had a great yen to see 
that war,” said the man who re- 
cently received his fourth 
George Foster Peabody award 
for distinguished achievement 

in television and radio. . . 
Murrow’s insistence on. first- 
hand reporting has taken him 
into most of the world’s danger 
spots since he began his career 
as a broadcaster during Ger- 
many’s seizure of Austria back 
in 1938. During World War II 
he flew combat missions with 
British and American forces and 
for four years from 
London where, during the blitz, 
his offices were bombed three 
times. But Murrow says his trip 
to Korea in 1950 will probably 
remain longest in his memory. 


gave me the most satisfaction of 
anything I’ve done,” he said. 
“I know I was a lot more 


=| frightened then than I was at 
2 anytime during the war in Eu- 


rope. Maybe it was because I 
was older. In Europe I felt of 
the same age and generation as 
the men fighting, even if I 
wasn’t. In Korea my age really 
hit me one day when a young 
sergeant gunner on a_ B-26 
asked me if I had to fly com- 
bat to hold my job.

Murrow, who is 46 years old, 
tells this story on himself with 
a quiet chuckle. But it is not 
often in conversation that he 
speaks of himself.

Murrow is before a micro- 
phone five times a week on ra- 
dio (KMOX, 6:45 p.m.), and is 
on television twice a week. On 
one of his television -shows, 
called Person to Person, which 
is not telecast in St. Louis, he 
visits the great and near great 
of the country in their homes to 
chat about current events: and 
current problems. His other tele- 
vision show, called See It Now 
(Telecast in St. Louis on WTVD 
has become one of the most 
talked of programs on the air. 

The son of a farmer, Murrow 
was born at Greensboro, N. C., 
and christened Egbert Roscoe, a

Murrow’s insistence -on. first- 
hand reporting has taken him 
into most of the world’s danger 
spots since he began his career 
as a broadcaster during Ger- 
many’s seizure of Austria back 
in 1938. During World War II 
he flew combat missions with 
British and American forces and 
for four years broadcast from 
ndon where, during the blitz, 
his offices were bombed three 
times. But Murrow says his trip 
to Korea in 1950 will probably 
remain longest in his memory. 
. “I’m not sure but what Korea 
gave me the most satisfaction of 
anything I’ve done,” he said. 
“I know I was a lot more

A MONG ARTISTS, Warren Ludwig is a true “original.”

for his associates’ opinions and 
efforts in art. It was Ludwig, 
a smaller man but agile as a cat 
from high school basketball 
playing, who called down the 
Big Man on Campus, took him 
out one recess to what is now 
the art school parking lot and 
gave him a 20-minute thrashing 
that improved his character no 
end. 

“The fight stopped with the 
bigger man on the cinders, 
‘pleading not to be hit again,” an 
art teacher says. “I’m sure most 
of us were glad that happened. 
I know I was.” 

One thing Ludwig is willing 
to talk about is his golfing with 
Fred Conway, with whom he has 
played two or three times a 
week on the municipal links in 
Forest Park for about 20 years. 

When they started in earnest, 
shortly after Ludwig’s 1928-29 
sojourn in Paris, Conway was 
practically a pro, a member of 
the foursome that represented 
St. Louis in national contests in 
other cities.

“NATURALLY,” Ludwig re- 
calls, “Conway used to beat the 
hell out of me. But I kept on 
playing him, taking a drubbing 
but gradually getting the hang 
of the game, got to shoot in the 
70s at my best and eventually 
succeeded one day in defeating 
the old maestro.

This isn't exactly the way 
Conway tells it.

Around Home} 


By Dorothy Brainerd | 


S THE summer season gets |f 
A under way, it is time to wield |— 
your paint brush on all sorts |F 
of out-of-door surfaces if your |- 


home is to have that spick-and- 
span appearance. But do be 
careful to use the right finish 
if you want to be completely 
satisfied with the results of 
your labors. 

Porch floors and steps prob- 
ably show signs of wear. For 
either wood or concrete a finish 
coat of porch-and-deck paint is 
advisable. Beneath it use a 
primer of a slightly thinned 
version of the same paint on 
wood floors and steps. For ce- 
ment, an alkali-resistant primer 
often is recommended. Also 
suitable for concrete floors are 
the rubber-base and_ similar | 
coatings made expressly for con- 
crete floors. Before any of these 
are applied, hard and glossy 
concrete should be roughened

Of course it is important that 
steps be thoroughly dry before 
they are used. A good trick is 
to do the job in two operations, 
painting first, third and fifth 
steps the first day and the sec- 
ond, fourth and sixth the next 


day. 

Shabby fiber porch rugs, if 
not discolored, can be given a 
coat of transparent exterior 
stain to freshen them. If there | 
are blemishes which should be | 
covered, use a canvas paint. 
Floor enamels also may be used 
ff thinned about 80 per cent | 
with thinner. 

Frames of screens should be | 
painted to match the color of | 
the window and door frames. 
Better give the screen wire a 
coat of paint on both sides be- 
fore painting the frame. Steel 
or galvanized screens need a 
protective coating to prevent 
rust; copper and bronze wire 
screens need it so that they will 
not disfigure the wall bentath 
them.-Use either spar varnish 
or special screen paint.. Both 
can be applied with a spray gun, 
brush, roller or screen-painting 
tocol. And here is a good trick to 
remember: While the paint or 
varnish is still wet, jar the screen 
occasionally to keep the holes 
in the mesh from becoming 
clogged. 

Be sure to apply wood pre- 
servatives to those portions of 
fence posts, trellises and arbors 
which will be under ground. 
Regular house paint is satisfac- 
tory for the finish coat, but 
there also are special trim-and- 
trellis paints. 

These trim-and-trellis paints 
also may be used for exterior 
iron work, as may other types 
of exterior enamel. However, 
if there is any rust on the iron 
it must be removed first, and 
any bare spots should be coated 
with an anti-corrosive primer be- 
fore the finishing coat is ap- 
plied. 

For asbestos shingles there is 
a special flat waterproof paint 
which comes in white but may 
be tinted any desired color. It 
will keep asbestos shingles from 
staining through and is alkali- 
resistant. This same paint can be 
used on any upright masonry 
surface such as concrete, brick or 
stucco walls and is fine for 
brightening up the barbecue pit.

Eins ARCHITECTURE of Missouri's older churches 
‘reflects very strongly the national origins of the 
early settlers. Tradition is especially deep in re- 
ligion,; and when newcomers from the eastern states 
or from the Old World built their _— of worship,

tional designs of the homeland. Throughout the state 
are numerous church structures that might well have 
been transported bodily from some European country: 
side or city. Others show the influence of architec- 
turg]l trends introduced by Anglo-American settlers, 
who brought ideas ave from England. 

The first permanent church in Missouri was estab- 
lished at Ste. Genevieve, a French settlement. How- 
ever, neither there nor elsewhere in the state does 
any obvious influence of the French settlers show in 
church architecture. The influence of the later-arriv- 
ing Anglo-American and German settlers dominates 
in surviving early church architecture, for those two 


groups and the French made up the majority of the 
state's settlers. | 

An outstanding example of German church archi- 
tecture ig Trinity Lutheran.Church at Altenburg. a 
town founded by German Lutherans. The Anglo 
American influence is well illustrated at Boonville by 
Christ Episcopal Church, a brick structure in Gothic- 
Revival design. 

Other national groups left their imprint in churches 
that copy homeland designs. St. Gertrude'’s Roman 
Catholic Church at Krakow, a Franklin County com- 
ee by Poles, is Eastern European in de 
sign. The Italian Renaissance style was introduced by 
Italian priests. A literal expression of the style is. the 
Vincentian Church of the Assumption near P e, 
in a community settled by English Catholics who ar- 
rived by way of Maryland and Perryville, Kentucky.

HE FRENCH- VIETNAMESE foothold in

Haiphong defense perimeter. That : 
eter is strongly fortified with a ring of more 
than $00 bi ouses and small fortresses. 

Defense planning of the area was based 
on the guerrilla fighting that predominated 
during most of the seven-year-long Indochi- 
nese war. Dien Bien Phu, however, fell to 
the Communist-led Vietminh rebels as the 
result of mass onslaught. The Hanoi-Hai- 
phong triangle was placed in danger of a 
similar mass attack when 40,000 to 50,000 
Vietminh troops were made available for 
a new offensive through capture of Dien 
Bien Phu. 

Some of the fortifications and the type 
of terrain in the defense triangle are shown, 
in the pictures on this page. The area, 
roughly about 120 miles on each side of the 
triangle, includes the Red River delta, which 
is a major rice-growing area, as well as the 
city of Hanoi and Hanoi'’s port, Haiphong. 
The Vietminh would like to have both the 
rice paddies and the cities. The French re 
gard the triangle as their main bulwark 
against Vietminh control of all Viet Nam. 

In the delta region are about 5400 vil- 
lages populated by nearly 8,000,000 people. 
The French hold the two cities and the 
larger urban centers, and during the day: 
time the countryside appears quiet and un- 
der French control. But at night the Viet- 
minh control the villages, for the delta is 
heavily infiltrated by Vietminh regulars, re-

HERE ARE SEVERAL TYPES of German architecture in Missouri. 
Missouri's first German settlers arrived from Pennsylvania and 
North Carolina in the 1700s, but the great majority came in 

during the following century. Some settled in already established 
cities and towns. Large numbers, however, arrived as organized 
groups and founded their own communities. They brought with 
them a medieval architectural tradition which gave the German 
settlements a distinctive homeland atmosphere. That atmosphere 
is still preserved by the architecture of homes, barns and other 
buildings in or around German-settled communities. 

Early German buildings were chiefly of stone, brick or half- 
timbered construction. Some stone houses showed the medieval 
tradition in steeply pitched roofs, heavy walls and the use of single 
heavy lintel stones over doors and windows. Others evidenced a 
Renaissance influence in rounded archways, round-topped dormer 
windows and less steeply pitched roofs. Stone sheds, barns and 
smokehouses were built around the early stone homes. The brick 
buildings followed German designs of the early nineteenth century. 

Half-timbered houses, medieval in design, were constructed of. 
a skeleton of carefully squared and fitted timbers filled between, 
for the walls, with whitewashed plaster or mixed plaster, mud and 
straw. Some retain the original appearance, but most have been 
weatherboarded over. The Germans also combined brick and half- 
timber construction, or with weatherboarding. 

The examples of German architecture on this page are from 
Altenburg, Hermann, and Kimmswick. A unique feature of Alten- 
burg architecture was the wide use of red tile for the roofs of 
houses, and even barns and outbuildings. The Saxon Lutheran 
settlers of the town brought along a high percentage of trained 
craftsmen, one of whom made the tile by hand. Hermann was 
founded by the German Settlement Society of Philadelphia in 1837, 
the settlers being largely from the Rhineland. A characteristic of 
Hermann houses is the small double chimneys for stoves on the 
gable ends, and many houses are built over medieval-like vaulted 
cellars. Kimmswick, laid out in 1857 on the Mississippi River, was 
an early iron smelting and shipping point, and retains a notable 
example of the Missouri-German half-timbered house.

ASIC TRAINING GROUND of professional base- 
ball is the Class D league. It is a school of hard 
knocks for the aspiring young ballplayer. His 
is low, his working and living conditions poor. 

Only his love of the game and his dream of someday 
being a high-paid big leaguer sustain him during his 
wanderings in the bushes. 

The typical Class D rookie is 18 to 20 years old. 
He gets $40 or $45 a week. He plays every night and 
Sunday afternoon for a small-town team. He lives in 
a rooming house, rides from town to town in a bus, 
— in some ball parks that are little more than 
dimly lit cow pastures. On the road he stays in sec- 
ond-rate hotels, gets $2.50 a day for meals, soon learns 
why the Class D circuit is called the hamburger 
league. 

If his team has a working agreement with a big 
league club, which means financial help, it may break 
even on expenses during a season of 120 to 140 games. 
If it is an independent team, it probably is operating 
on a shoestring, hoping to draw enough customers at 
home to pay expenses on the next trip. (The home 
team takes all gate receipts, the visiting team gets 
nothing.) Difference between profit and loss on a 
night's business may be the num of $2.30 base- 
balls hit out of the park. 

Competing against radio broadcasts of major 
league games, television and other entertainment at- 
tractions, most of the Class D leagues are hard-pressed 
financially. So are most of the other 26 minor leagues 
(11 Class C, six B, four A, two AA, two AAA, one 
“open”). Many circuits have folded in the last five 
years. In 1949 there were 59 minor leagues; today 
there are 36. 

Along with a decline in attendance, the minors 
have suffered in recent years from an acute player 
shortage, the result of war, military training and full 
employment. With the end of the Korean war and 
the current economic recession more youngsters are 
turning again to professional baseball, but many pros. 
pects still are being lost. Some prefer higher in 
industry; others, who might have become Salielniers 
go on to college on athletic scholarships, end up play- 


ing professional football or basketball. The plight of 
the minors directly affects the major leagues, which 
depend on them ft developing players, just as the 
plight of the Class D circuits affects the higher minors. 
While a winning team is no guarantee of finan- 
cial success, only a winner will attract fans. On the 
other hand, a losing team almost certainly loses 
money. Every club, of course, can’t win all the time, 
but a consistent loser falls into a vicious downward 
spiral: It draws no customers, without whom it can’t 
pay for playing talent, without which it can’t win. 
And so on into the red. ' 
The major headaches of minor league baseball 
are evident in Jackson, Tennessee, a member of the 
Class D Kitty League. A city of 35,000, Jackson was 
considered a good baseball town when there was no 
fast transportation, people stayed home and the only 
local sports attraction was at baseball park. Now 
the Jackson Generals have hit the downward spiral. 
They lost 21 straight games, drew less than 2000 cus- 
tomers in their first. 10 home appearances. One chilly 
night only 53 fans showed up. At 50 cents a ticket, 
receipts that evening didn’t even cover the night's 
electric bill and the gatekeeper's stipend, not to men- 
tion the players’ salaries. Mae 
That same night hundreds of persons were attend- 
ing “little league” kids’ baseball games at Jackson's 
public park. A local drive-in movie was crowded. 
Other baseball fans were home listening to a broad- 
cast of a St. Louis Cardinals’ game, still others were 
watching free entertainment on television, Scores of. 
big league-conscious Jackson fans, who disdain Class 
D baseball at home, think nothing of driving 260 miles 
to St. Louis to see the Cardinals. 3 
Owner of the Jackson team, Hiram Hopper, a 
restaurant operator, says it costs $30,000 a season to 
run the ball club. To break even, an average attend- 
ance of 600 at each of 60 home games is needed. Last 
year, Hopper says, the club lost $3500, the year before

As a Jehovah’s Witness, America’s top thriller writer has turned 


NEWBURGH, N. Y. 
IKE HAMMER, the fearless “pri- 
vate eye” who likes to smash a 
man’s face with his fist or blast 
out his guts with a .45, is not 
long for this world. The invincible idol of 
some 40,000,000 thriller readers has run 
into trouble far more devastating than an 
unclad blonde with a pistol in her hand. 
His creator—a Newburgh citizen named 
Frank Morrison Spillane—wants to kill 
him off. 

It may take some time, since Mike is 
now re-enacting his blood-curdling ad- 
ventures on radio and in the movies. Soon 
he will be tackling the underworld single- 
handed on the TV screen. The Mike 
Hammer books, which American readers 
have been snapping up from drugstore and 
newsstand counters in astonishing num- 
bers, are reissued regularly. 

To top it off, the six novels featuring 
Mike Hammer have been translated into 
12 foreign languages, including Japanese. 
Though Spillane’s American publishers 
have no figures on foreign sales, their 
representatives who have been abroad 
were “struck dumb with the success: of 
them.” 

In the last two years all this has become 
a source of considerable embarrassment to 
the friendly, muscular, young writer who 
brought Mike Hammer to life. For in 
1952, Spillane—whose nickname “Mickey” 
has identified him in the public mind with 
his fictional hero—joined Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses. As a Witness, he no longer believes 
in cooking up the literary stew of girls, 
guns and gangsters which has fattened 
Mike Hammer (and Mickey himself) into 


a national figure of large proportions. ~ 


Although it has been published before, 


the fact that Mickey joined the Witnesses, 
a group of laymen who preach the coming 
of Armageddon (the last great battle be- 
tween good and evil), may come as news 
to the millions of fans who have just 


started reading his books. So far Mickey's

“I haven't written a book in two years,” 


says Mickey. “Everything I've done so fat 


is all in the past.”

What is a vacation, anyway? Should it be a rest—or a binge? Experts 
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The beach: It's the best bet for a short vacation. But after “pure relaxation,"’ vacationer otida’ baboauds bored and tense...

probed the question for PARADE, came up-with thought-provoking answers 


MONTHS, their neighbors in a Chicago sub- 
urb had been treated to the details of the 
Browns’ planned summer stay at a fabulous 
seaside resort. No expense was to be spared; 

it would be a vacation to put all previous vacations in 
the shade. 

So when the Browns. came back after less than a 
week, it was a neighborhood headline. One by one, 
the neighbors drifted over to find gut what had 
happened. Mr. Brown, lying in a hammock in the 
back yard, had a ready explanation. 

“Why,” he asked, “should I pay all that money to 
be bored when I can be bored cheaper at home?” 

That—according to a group of psychologists, psy- 
chiatrists, physicians and industrial-health workers 
interviewed by PARADE-—is one of the troubles with 
vacations. Often, they don’t rest you; they beat you 
unconscious with boredom. The Browns, more forth- 
right than-most, faced up to it and came home. 

The experts feel vacations fall down in other ways,. 
too. They're often too long, too expensive, too hectic 
and too much governed by what the Joneses do. Any 


or all of these can set up a new pattern of emotional 


tension that may be as damaging as the one the vaca- 
tioner is trying to leave behind. 

Put another way, vacations can be more harmful 
than helpful. And a bad vacation is worse than none 
at all, the experts agree. 

Where has the idea of vacationing gone astray? 
One industrial psychologist thinks he has the answer. 
“To find out what’s wrong with vacations,” he says, 
“look in the dictionary. Webster says a vacation is a 
rest. How many fit that definition?” 

His fellow scientists take a somewhat broader view. 
Some vacationers, they say, want to rest. Others want 
to pursue some hobby or interest. But the vacations 


that usually go sour have a third basis— “everyone else. 


is taking one,” _ 

Travel and resort experts agree with the scientists 
on almost every point. But, they say, these complaints 
needn't be true; today, a vacation can be tailored for 
every person’s interests, pocketbook or emotional pat- 


tern. It’s just a question of a little shopping beforehand. 


They Favor Vacations 


ONE OF THE experts opposes opposes the idea of a break 
with the daily “rat race.” (One, in fact, fidgeted 
throughout PARADE'’s interview because, he 

said, he was in a hurry to go skin-diving—a new hobby 
of his.) But, they suggest, more thought should be 


limiting pilots‘to 85 hours a month of flying time 
so they’ll be at peak efficiency. —

versity clinical psychologist, “no one should need a 


vacation. His job:should provide a complete outlet 
for his interests. But in a highly technological, special- 
ized society like ours, most people are frustrated by 
their jobs. They need some interests in which the 
ego is involved. If you turn bolts in an assembly line, 
you don’t have that. 

“Besides, people need a respite from routine. There's 
a feeling that routine is imposed by other people, 


‘while on vacation you're on your own, to do as you 


want.” 

Convinced you need a vacation? All right, the next 
question is: How long should it be? 

“If the aim is pure rest and recuperation,” says 
Dr. Edward. Joseph Shoben of Columbia University, 
“the best idea is periodic short breaks, spread through 
the whole year. What we call the ‘long week end’— 
about four days—probably ,is the ideal length.” 

“It's like filling a bottle,” adds Dr. Ronald F. 
Buchan, director of employe health for Prudential 
Insurance Co. of America. “When you reach the top, 


you can keep pouring water in forever and it just spills. 


over the sides. Three or four days often brings the 
vacationer back to normal. More than that might send 
him down the other side—to boredom, restlessness, 
irritability.” 


 Off-Season Travel 


EN THERE'S ANOTHER reason for spreading your 

i vacation’ through the year. Off-season touring 

means less traffic, smaller crowds, lower prices— 
and therefore less tension and more relaxation. Travel 
agencies and the American Automobile Association 
reached these conclusions long ago. For years they've 
been pushing “off-season” trips, “quickie” vacations, 
week ends, excursions. 

But maybe you work in a factory that limits vaca- 
tions to summer. Or your company shuts down com- 
pletely for two weeks (as more and more are doing) 
and sends all employes on vacation at once. hen 
the solution to that? 

ia hak eis con needs sls.” “Tas 
many people feel that they’re given a vacation, so 
they have to go somewhere. Why not stay home?” 

Why not, indeed? It’s a relief from routine, and 
it reunites the family. You lie around the back yard 


and take things easy, and you're rested and rarin’”

Not at all—provided 
it’s not just driving for driving’s sake, and provided

“Suppose you become fascinated with the Grand 
Canyon,” Berrick says. “You read everything you can 
about it, learn all about the geology and the history 
and so forth. You have the pleasure of planning the 
trip and the pleasure of looking back on it: That's 
an adequate substitute for the periodic breaks you 
would normally need.” 

Any such vacation that occupies the whole period 
and leaves no time for boredom i is “an adequate sub- 
stitute.” “A fisherman who's really wrapped up in 


. fishing,” Dr. Shoben says, “can spend his whole vaca- 


tion in a stream and never feel a touch of restlessness.” 

Speaking of fishing brings up the question of “fish- 
ing widows”—the wives who stay at home while their 
husbands chase trout—and the family vacation versus 
the solitary vacation. Some of the experts lean toward 


‘solitary vacations. . 


A man who takes his wife fishing, this opinion runs, 
usually winds up with guilt feelings because he knows 
she’s not enjoying herself. But if he passes up fishing

Dr. Shoben suggests that the two be combined— 
a few days’ fishing, a few days’ sunning. “A family 
vacation is often the best plan,” he says. “A com- 
promise like that ties the family together. Particularly 
if a man has little time to spend with his family during 
the year, he should try to vacation with them.” 

Another question on which expert opinion divides 
is the summertime trend to bizarre sportswear and 
madcap pastimes. Most scientists believe a release 
from “the level of control” is a good idea, kept within 
bounds. But Berrick, for one, thinks it unnecessary. 

“It’s generally an attempt to brand yourself a tour- 

t,” the NYU scientist says. “The tourist feels he can’t 
be accepted as a ‘regular.’ So he shows defiance. How- 
ever, if he has found a real interest on his vacation, 
all this tones down. He has no need to show that he’s 
different; why should he?” 

And as for painting the town red—well, most of the 
time that’s just “compulsive behavior.” Ahd “com- 
pulsive behavior”—the tendency to follow the crowd 
—guides too many vacationers already. 

One little bit of folklore that most scientists would 
like to debunk is the vague notion that a vacation 
should provide a “change” of some kind. : 


Make it the Right Change 
6¢4 CHANGE of routine, yes,” Berrick says. “But 
A actually, most people don’t want a change 
otherwise. That’s the reason many are dis- 
satisfied. They make a complete change—and are bored 
stiff.” 

“A mechanic, for instance, probably will be satisfied 
to spend his vacation remodeling the kitchen or work- 
ing around the house,” Dr. Shoben says. “He is doing 
the same sort of thing, but the pattern is changed— 
he can start when he wants, work as hard as he wants, 
quit when he wants.” 

In short, a busman’s holiday isn’t such a bad idea. 
“The busman may be completely fed up with driving 
from Paducah to St. Louis,” Berfick says, “but he can 
drive the family from Paducah to New Orleans and 
get a big kick out of it.” . 

So there’s another tip in mapping this year’s vaca- 
tion. In trying to learn just where your interests lie, 
look close at hand. That doesn’t mean.you should 
close yourself off completely from new fields. “It does 
no harm to try to expand the spectrum of interest,” 
is the way Dr. Buchan puts it. In other words: flirt 
with a new hobby now and then.

@ Memorial Day comes every day for the guardians of America’s national shzine 


AY, AS millions of Americans honor 
our heroic war dead, thousands of the 
nation’s great and humble will stand 

before an impressively simple memorial 
in Arlington National Cemetery, across 
the Potomac River from Washington 

Since last Memorial Day, over 2,000,000 
people have stood before this huge block 
of marble, mined in Colorado and carved 
in Vermont, that fits-like a cap over a 
famous tomb. The inscription on it reads: 
HERE RESTS IN HONORED GLORY 
AN AMERICAN SOLDIER KNOWN 
BUT TO GOD. 

In the almost 33 years since the Un- 
known Soldier was buried there, on 
Armistice Day, 1921, over 40,000,000 
people have visited the Tomb. For almost 
two of those years, it was one of my 
duties to provide the perpetual guard of 
honor and to act as official host to visiting 
dignitaries — who included, besides the 
President of the United States and lesser 
officials, more than 50 heads or represen- 
tatives of free-world nations. 

Last Armistice Day alone, I officiated 
at the laying of 146 wreaths. Here is how 
this ceremony is conducted: / 

The commanding general awaits the

Perhaps that sounds cut-and-dried, but 
few who have not stood at the Tomb 
realize its intense emotional appeal, even

to non-Americans. For it represents far 
more than our dead of World War I. 

In a single grave not far away repose 
the remains of 2,111 unknown dead of 
the Civil War. Union and Confederate 
alike, they were gathered from the fields 
of Bull Run and the route to the Rappa- 
hannock and buried on what had once 
been the estate of Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

The relatives of Confederate dead, dec- 
orating the graves of both friend and foe, 
inspired the first Memorial Day in 1868. 
The Tomb represents all our Unknown. 


Rain—and Emotion 


REMEMBER a rainy, wind-swept night 
| in January, 1953. A tall, dignified man 
placed a wreath of white carnations 
before the Tomb. He was Adm. J. C. 
Qvistgaard; Chief of Defense for Den- 
mark. He had just witnessed the burial in 
Arlington of his own son—killed in action 
with the U.S. ist Marine Division in 
Korea. The wreath saluted all the boy’s 
comrades who also had died for freedom. 
Last fall, on. another rainy day, the 
Tomb was visited by King Paul and Queen 
Frederika of Greece. They arrived in a 
veritable downpour. Then, as though by 
prearranged plan, the rain ceased for the 
few moments of the ceremony. As they 


left, it started again. 


Twice, while I was host, representatives 
of former enemies laid wreaths on the 
Tomb. On April 8, 1953, in an atmos- 
phere filled with tension, I accompanied 
Chancellor Adenauer of Germany. After 


placing the wreath, he stood, deeply af- 


fected, before the onlooking Americans. 

On September 9, 1953, His Imperial 
Highness, Crown Prince Akihito of Japan, 
placed a wreath as the representative of 
his country. He stood silently as the band 
played our respective national anthems. 

Most moving, perhaps—because it was 
spontaneous — Was a wreath-placing in 
April, 1953. A group of officers from 
Allied nations had been attending confer- 
ences at nearby Fort Belvoir and asked to 
pay their respects before going home. 


It was only when they were introduced 
that I realized the extent of the tribute. 
They came from 13 countries: Great Brit- 
ain, France, Canada, Belgium, Greece, 
Turkey, the Netherlands, Korea, Iran, 
Norway, Nationalist China, Portugal and 
Thailand. 

Also striking was the visit, last January, 
of Celal Bayar, President of Turkey. So 
impressed was he by the military cere- 
mony that he asked for instructions to 
repeat it at the tomb. of Kemal Ataturk, 
Turkey’s national hero. 

Only once in my experience, on Armis- 
tice Day, 1952, did something go wrong 
with the carefully planned wreath-placing 
ceremony. That time Jean Daridan, the 
French Minister Plenipotentiary, showed 
up in the wrong automobile. Instead of the 
usual French Embassy limousine, he ar- 
rived in a new car driven by a military 
attache. Unrecognized by the guard at the 
gate, the Minister proceeded to the Tomb 
without his proper salute. 

Normally, however, Americans can be 
proud of the immaculately dressed Tomb 
Guard. Probably no other group of Amer- 
ican soldiers is so exposed to the critical 


_ public eye. All year round, in daylight 


and dark, their vigil is kept. 

The 24-hour guard is maintained by a 
detachment of the 3rd United States (Old 
Guard) Infantry from Fort Myer. Among 
other requirements, each member must be 
between 5’11” and 6’2” in height, and of 
commensurate weight and build. He must 
have a spotless record. Even a traffic vio- 
lation is sufficient cause for removal. 

To help the men maintain an immacu- 
late appearance during their six-month tour 
of duty at the Tomb, a guard room in the 
lower part of the Amphitheater provides 
pressing, cleaning and polishing equip- 
ment. It also has cots, a lounging room 
with television and radio and equipment 
for making pots of hot coffee. . 

But today the public does not come to 
see these living men. Instead, it does hom- 
age to our greatest warrior: the Unknown 
Soldier. a

IXTEEN YEARS ago, when William” 


Holden was first screen-tested, a Para- 

mount producer remarked acidly, 
“This kid has got about as much sex appeal 
as a grape.” 

But Y. Frank Freeman, the studio chief, 
disagreed. “He looks to me like the nice 
young man next door,” he said. “Let's sign 
him. Fifty a week.” . 

“Okay,” the producer said. “But you 
know as well as I do, Mr. Freeman—nice 
guys don't succeed in this racket.” 

Today, at 36, Bill Holden has demol- 
ished that allegation. Witness the follow- 
ing facts: 

A few weeks ago Bill walked off with 
an Academy Award for his “best” per- 
formance in Stalag 17. 

In 16 years he has starred in 40 films 
which have grossed upwards of $60 mil- 
lion. 

He is wanted currently by every studio 
in town, wanted so badly that he has been 
offered a flat $250,000—or 50 per cent of 
the profits—for one outside picture. 

He is ‘ Hollywood's hardest-working 
actor. In the past two years he has starred 
in nine pictures, several of which have not 
been released yet: Stalag 17, Forever 
Female, Escape from Fort Bravo, Rope's 
End, The Moon Is Blue, Executive Suite, 
Sabrina, The Bridges at Toko-Ri and The 
Country Girl. 

Last year Paramount signed Bill to a 


fabulous 14-year contract. It guarantees 


him $200,000 annually and gives him the 
right to make one outside film a year. 

Holden receives about 3,200 pieces of 
fan mail every month. 


He's Still Modest 
ITH SUCH achievements to his credit, 
Wain Holden (real name: William 
Beedle) might be expected tq throw 
his weight around. But he’s essentially the 
Same warm, friendly guy he was whien 
they first tested him back in 1938. Inci- 


dentally, the producer who predicted fail- 


ure for him then is now unemployed. 

Holden attributes his success to every- 
one but himself. 3 

“If it weren't for people like Barbara 
Stanwyck, Billy Wilder and Milt Lewis,” 
he says, “I'd probably be a chemist today 
like my old man.” ) 

It was Milt Lewis, a Paramount talent 
scout, who first spotted Bill in the experi- 
mental workshop of the Pasadena Play- 
house. Bill, then 19, was playing the 80- 
year-eld father of Madame Curie in a 
drama of the same name. “iol 

When Bill showed up for a screen test, 
he did the only scene he'd ever acted—the 
Papa Curie routine. Everybody howled. 
. Bill took it good-naturedly. 

“I told you I can't act,” he said. “Lemme 
out of here before that camera’ breaks.” 
Whereupon he smiled and the camera be- 
gan to grind. » | 


Paramount signed him, but it was Co- 
lumbia that gave him his first picture. The 
studio chose him from 6,000 candidates to 
play the pugilist-violinist in the Broadway 
hit, Golden Boy. This picture almost was 
his undoing. - 

“I spent two hours a day taking boxing 
lessons,” Bill recalls, “then another two 
hours learning the violin. Then 1- worked 
with a voice,coach. I had to be at the 
studio by eight each morning to have my 
hair curled. I got fed up!” 

Bill was ready to quit when Barbara 
Stanwyck took him in hand. She ordered 
a closed set, rehearsed his scenes, sacri- 
ficed her own best camera angles, taught 
him how to relax when the cameras began 
to roll. 

When Golden Boy was finished, Bill 


~ sent Barbara a bouquet of roses that cost 


half his weekly salary. Each year since, 
he has sent her 48 roses as evidence of his 
endless gratitude. 

Billy Wilder, who directed Sunset Boule- 
vard and Stalag 17, says, “Bill is so good 
an actor today that~most movie-goers 
don’t recognize it. He fits into his roles so 
unobtrusively that people forget about 
him. 

“Other stars have little tricks to draw 
attention to themselves. Not Bill. Never 


_ once have I known him to be guilty of a 
_ wrong move or gesture. | 


“He is the most un-actorish actor I 
know. Even other actors like him.” 

Holden’s colleagues not only kke him, 
they respect him. They have voted him 
vice-president of the Screen Actors Guild 
and a member of the Motion Picture In- 


dustry Council. Several times they have 


appointed him to represent them at in 
dustry conferences. % 
Bill was born in O'Fallon, Ill., on April 


17, 1918, the oldest of three sons. He grew

up in Monrovia and South Pasadena, 
Calif., and considers the latter his home 
town. 

He is married to Brenda Marshall, the 
former actress (whom Bill, along with 
everyone else, calls “Ardis”—her real 
name).

Virginia, 16 (Mrs. Holden’s daughter by 
a former marriage), Peter Westfield, 10, 
and Scott Porter, 8. 

A year after he married Brenda, Bill 
volunteered and pulled a four-year term 
with the Air Force Training Command. 

“I had an agreement with Bill that I 
would specialize in children,” says Mrs. 
Holden. “When he came back, I aban- 
doned my screen career.” 


Billy Wilder Helped 


ILL, however, continued with the only 
career he had ever known—acting. 
He was rescued from a series of 
“nothing” parts by Billy Wilder, who cast 
him in Sunset Boulevard. Since then Bill 
has doné only top roles—so many that he 
has had little or no time for vacations. 
_ Occasionally, he and his closest. friends 
—Brian Donlevy, Richard Carlson and
